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REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 
To the Moderator and the Citizens of Hadley: 


During this past year the Finance Committee was faced with 
some new problems in the review of proposed budgets for 
1982-1983. Last year (1981-1982) all departments agreed to a 5% 
increase in their overall operating expenses, as a result of the 
spending constraints imposed by Proposition 22. In formulating 
budgets for 1982-1983 most department heads sought to recoup 
some of the increases in operating monies they were denied last 
year. With one year of Proposition 22 under our belts, and an un- 
derstanding that some old debts were finally paid off, the Finance 
Committee felt that these requests could be considered. However, 
at this point we received the news that some state funds that were 
always considered automatic, were likely to be reduced drastically, 
(from $288,000. to $80,000.). Along with the loss of these funds, 
our assessors informed us that as a result of economic conditions 
several large business properties were in line for rebates. So asa 
result, at a time when we felt that the tax situation was under con- 
trol, we find ourselves staring at a $3.00 tax increase, though no 
fault of any departments or town spending, but as a consequence 
of state’s tax reimbursement formula and the economy. 


With this knowledge then, the Finance Committee was forced to 
review all budgets with an eye toward reducing expenditures as 
much as possible. In cooperation with department heads we all 
worked out a potentially difficult situation, into an overall budget 
picture that everyone could live with. All departments made some 
sacrifices, and the process wasn’t done overnight, but the budgets 
were all submitted with Finance Committee’s recommendation as 
a result.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 
To the Citizens of Hadley: 


With the passing of the first year under the restraints of Proposi- 
tion 212 the Town of Hadley did not feel the effects that other 
communities in our area were confronted with. Also, with the 
additional local aid we received from the state plus a $.40 increase 
in the tax rate we were able to provide about the same level of - 
services this past year. 


A special Town Meeting was held for acquiring the Kollmorgen 
property which the voters approved but has not yet been finalized. 
The Board of Selectmen, School Committee and Town Counsel 
held several joint meetings to resolve litigations that were going on 
for some time. Overall we did not accomplish everything wewould 
have liked to along with some of the requests of the townspeople 
for various reasons with time being the major factor. 


The Town received notification from the conservators of the Es- 
tate of George Edwards of approximately $40,000.00 that was left 
to the town for recreational purposes. It is certainly most grati- 
fying and the specific purpose of this bequest is more than wel- 
come. 


Now we stand at the threshold of decision. The decisions facing 
us as well as those actions that will direct us into the next fiscal 
year may be the most pressing we have encountered in many 
years. We are all aware of the problems we have. Inflation has 
been eroding our budgets, taxpayers income and the demand for 
more and better services never seems to end. Some hard decisions 
will have to be made to establish priorities and direction the town 
wishes to proceed. With continued cooperation among all our 
boards and departments we can accomplish our objectives.

REPORT OF THE SEWER COMMISSIONERS 
To the Citizens of the Town of Hadley: 


The North Hadley sewer construction project has been opera- 
tional for approximately one year. Businesses and residents have 
been tying in at a substantial rate, however some residents and 
businesses have not yet tied in. Those not yet tied in are urged to 
do so because reimbursement to the town depends on completion 
of tie-ins along the area serviced. 


Lists of dwellings and businesses not yet hooked up to existing 
sewer lines have been turned over to the Board of Health and 
Town Counsel to expedite tie-ins or to start legal action as neces- 
sary. 


An Emergency Generator has been purchased and with the ex- 
cellent assistance of the Highway Department Mechanic has been 
mounted on a trailer. This will enable it to be moved from station 
to station as required in an Emergency Power situation. 


Much needed maintenance, painting, and repair of the older 
pump stations has been performed along with major repairs at the 
Main Treatment Plant. These functions have been done with a 
minimum of outside assistance. 


Two articles will be presented to the voters at Town meeting. 
One to allow the Sewer Commissioners to proceed with Step II De- 
sign of the Wastewater Treatment plant. The second article to 
allow the Sewer Commissioners to seek grants and/or funding for 
preliminary engineering design to enable the Mt. Warner area and 
portions of North Hadley sewer system to be expanded to the 
Amherst Regional Sewer Plant. 


The Board of Sewer Commissioners is still of the opinion that the 
Town would realize greater efficiency and cost control if the opera- 
tions of the sewer, water and highway departments were combined 
under one supervisor and one administrative board. 


The Board wishes to express its appreciation to Martin C. Gow- 
dey for his many years of service to the town as Sewer Commis- 
sioner. His expertise and availability will be sorely missed by the 
remaining members of the Board. 


Another note of appreciation is expressed to the Highway and 
Water Department personnel and the assistance of the Selectmen 
throughout the past year.

ANNUAL REPORT OF 


THE HIGHWAY AND WATER DEPARTMENT 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Major changes in policy by the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Works due to budget cuts have resulted in an increased 
workload as well as the loss of engineering consultation to the 
town. Despite our dilemma of insufficient manpower in our depart- 
ment, with proper planning we have still managed to make 1981 a 
productive year. 


Using money allocated for General Highway and Chapter 497, 
section of Route 47 and Bay Road were resurfaced with stone and 
oil. In our attempt to make our roadways as safe as possible these 
roads were striped with centerlines. Other secondary roads were 
also resurfaced amounting to a total of four miles. Money was also 
expended under these accounts for general maintenance such as 
moving and patching as well as for snow and ice removal. 


The Highway Department, using money in the sidewalk ac- 
count, has extended the sidewalk to allow for safer travel from 
Hadley Place to the center of town. This amounted to the construc- 
tion of 700 feet of new sidewalk with an additional 300 feet of side- 
walk repaved on Middle Street. On Russell Street, 1000 feet was 
also repaved.

The Forestry and Dutch Elm appropriations were used to re- 
move twenty-three diseased trees. They were replaced with 
seventy-five young maples, forty-three were planted by town per- 
sonnel on town ways and the remaining thirty-two were distributed 
to townspeople upon request for private plantings. Trimming of 
trees by town forces as well as private concerns were performed. 


The dike account was used to clear brush and growth from the 
town’s extensive dike system. This work was done manually by 
town personnel. This resulted in many necessary man hours. 


Ditches were cleaned both by town equipment and by private 
contractors with special equipment. 


Bridges were also repaired and their approaches cleared of 
growth. 


The Highway Department also maintains its own equipment as 
well as vehicles and equipment of the Water, Sewer, Landfill, 
Police, Council on Aging and School Department. This amounts to 
about twenty-five pieces of equipment and is the direct responsi- 
bility of our Highway Department mechanic. Records show that he 
performs a minimum of 95% of all repairs with the remaining 5% of 
repairs requiring special equipment. Under this system many 
town departments benefit. We feel we are very fortunate to have 
such expertise with us. 


Our landfill operator, Joseph Procon, has retired after many 
years of service to the town. To him we express our sincere grati- 
tude. The Highway Department personnel operated the landfill 
for four months before a replacement was found. 


The Water Department has performed regular maintenance on 
its pumping stations, water mains and fire hydrants. Records 
show that a total of 286,435,200 gallons of water were pumped in 
1981. This represents a 5% increase in consumption over 1980. 
The Department has installed eleven new water services and has 
inspected the installation of an additional seven services on private 
subdivisions. Four fire hydrants were repaired and two replaced. 
The town’s old reservoirs were cleared of brush and growth. 


With more emphasis being put on water quality by the state, ad- 
ditional sampling and tests are required. The town is extremely 
fortunate to have a contaminate free water supply. 


In closing we would like to thank all those involved with the 
operation of our department including the six highway employees. 
Without their skills and knowledge our level of service could not 
have remained so high.

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REPORT OF THE COUNCIL ON AGING 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Hadley Council on Aging was established in 1973. At that 
time, there were 575 people over the age of 60 living in Hadley. 
In 1981, there were 841 - an increase of 46 percent in the elder 
population. The main mission of the Council on Aging is to pro- 
mote quality community living for persons over age 60. 


-Programs and Activities - 


During the year, the Council on Aging offered a well-rounded 
program that included transportation, social services, and leisure 
activities. 


Onan average, lunch was served 30 people daily (Monday 
through Friday) at the Golden Court Community Hall through the 
meal program of the Highland Valley Elder Services under the 
direction of Violet Peltz. Senior volunteers work with her to set up, 
serve, and clean up for the meal program. A hot, nutritious 
meal is served in a group setting which takes into account both nu- 
tritional and social needs. All Hadley people, 60 years and over, 
are welcome! There is no income eligibility. A 75-cent donation is 
suggested for the meals. A total of 5,500 meals were served at the 
site during the year and 91 of the same seniors participated. 


A total of 1,330 home meals were delivered. Meals-on-Wheels 
is sponsored by the Highland Valley Elder Services, Inc. Hot, 
nutritious meals are delivered to people who cannot go to the meal 
site or prepare their own meals due to physical or psychological 
incapacitation. 

A free Blood Pressure Clinic is held the first Friday of each 
month, with the exception of the summer months of July and 
August, at the Golden Court Community Hall. This year, 40-50 
senior citizens took advantage of this service monthly. Two regis- 
tered nurses record the readings. They receive a stipend that is 
paid from a Department of Elder Affairs grant. The Public Health 
Nurse volunteers her services at these clinics for consultation. 


The Hadley Board of Health, in cooperation with the Council on 
Aging, sponsored a free Flu Immunization Clinic at the Golden 
Court Community Hall on October 7 for seniors 65 years or older. 
81 seniors participated. 


The Free Shopping Bus was available to take seniors shopping. 
On Tuesdays, a school bus takes senior citizens to the Campus 
Plaza; on Thursdays, it takes senior citizens to the Mountain 
Farms Mall. Any senior wishing to go shopping calls the Council 
office and makes arrangements to be picked up at a given time. 


Fuel assistance was available to eligible Hadley seniors through 


the Hampshire Community Action Commission and 40 clients 
applied through the Council on Aging office. A very important 
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point for people to understand about the program is that the fuel 
assistance is supposed to help people make it through the current 
heating season. In most cases, a client’s allotment is only enough 
to cover about half of the heating costs. So, even though someone 
is receiveng fuel assistance, it is still very important for them to 
look at their budget and figure out how much of their own money is 
going to be needed to cover the remaining costs for the rest of the 
winter, after use of the fuel assistance money. Fuel assistance 
helps pay PART of the costs, NOT all of them! 


A newsletter is prepared monthly and mailed to all seniors. The 
function of this newsletter is to inform people of current activities 
and programs available to them. An attempt also is made to in- 
clude timely topics of interest or concern to seniors. 


Participation in the Council’s various programs continued. 30 
seniors enrolled in the various Arts and Crafts Classes held at the 
Golden Court Community Hall. With the elimination of funds for 
adult education classes in the new fiscal year, the Council seeks 
volunteers with skills and talents for instructional services. 


On Tuesdays and Wednesdays, bingo is played in the afternoons 
at the Golden Court Community Hall. During the year, seniors 
traveled to Washington, D.C.; to the Coachlight Dinner Theatre; 
to the discount mills in Utica, New York; and visited the Mansions 
in Newport, Rhode Island. A Christmas luncheon was attended by 
67 seniors at The Foodsmith Restaurant in Hadley. 


The Council continued its active participation in such organiza- 
tions as the Western Massachusetts Association of Councils on 
Aging; the National Council on the Aging; and the Highland Valley 
Elder Services, Inc. (which. serves as a sponsor and funding source 
for service programs and nutrition programs). One Hadley Coun- 
cilon Aging member, Michael A. Pewatka, serves on the Board of 
Directors. 


Elections of delegates to the Silver-Haired Legislature in 
Massachusetts were held on Tuesday, September 15, at the 
Golden Court Community Hall. Senator Scheinost was elected and 
will represent area elders at the Silver Haired Legislature in 
Boston. 


- Travel - 


The Hadley Senior Friendship Travel Club, Inc. was formed and 
incorporated in July, 1981. The purpose of the club is to provide 
senior citizens of Hadley with activities, companionship, and 
association on a continuing basis. Meetings of the Travel Club are 
open to the public and are held on the third Thursday of each 
month in the annex of the First Congregational Church of Hadley 
on Middle Street. Margaret Barstow is President of the private 
travel club and Kathleen Matuszko is Clerk and Trip Coordinator. 


Since the formation of this private travel club, the Council’s 
Program Coordinator-Clerk has been relieved of arranging senior 
citizen travel activities. 
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- Transportation - 


During the year, the Council on Aging traveled 9,129 miles. 
People rode che Van to see doctors; to hairdresser and barber ap- 
pointments; and to the lunch program. A total of 40 individual 
senior citizens used the Van for the following: 282 trips to doctor 
appointments; 47 trips to hairdresser and barber appointments; 
and 248 trips to the lunch program. A Senior Aide from Highland 
Valley Elder Services, Agnes Scanlon, drives the Van. Due to a 
lack of volunteer, substitute drivers, Lyman Pratt of Hadley was 
hired by the Council to drive whenever the regular driver was not 
available. 


There is no charge for use of the Van. However, since Hadley 
has but one Van the Council has to adhere to a specific schedule for 
its use. The Van is reserved between 11:00 A.M. and 1:00 P.M. 
Monday through Friday for the transportation of seniors to the 
lunch program. Senior citizens need to schedule doctor, hair- 
dresser and barber appointments so they won’t conflict with the 
lunch program transportation. The Van is not available for taking 
people shopping, to arts and crafts classes, or bingo games. Dur- 
ing severe winter weather, the Van may not be running and it may 
be necessary to cancel appointments and the meal program. 


- Relocation of the Council Office - 


Through the efforts of the Vice Chairman and the cooperation of 
the Board of Selectmen and the Building Inspector, the office was 
relocated to ROOM 104 in October. These larger quarters provide 
for a more efficient arrangement of desks, files, and other office 
equipment, as well as make possible for more privacy when con- 
ducting business. 


- Audit of Accounts - 

In September, the Board of Selectmen ordered Town Accountant 
Fitzgibbon and Town Auditor Scanlon to audit the financial records 
of the Council on Aging and the Hadley Senior Friendship Travel 
Club, Inc. This resulted in the return of $2,066.92 to the Hadley 
Council on Aging account. 

- Resignations and Appointments - 

The following members resigned during the year: in May, John 
L. Sullivan; in August, Helen A. Szymanowicz; in September, 
Margaret G. Barstow and Irene F. Clark. 

The Board of Selectmen appointed the following to fill the un- 


expired terms: Helen K. Baj, Doris A. Dec, Kathleen Matuszko, 
and Philip C. Reed. 


- Predictions and Recommendations - 


Those long-anticipated cuts in state and federal funds will be- 
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come a reality in 1982. Senior citizen programs will be affected 
and it will be necessary to seek out more volunteers to help carry 
out programs and activities. 


As the population of elders increases in Hadley in the future, it 
will become necessary to reevaluate programs and needs of the 
elders in terms of priorities and cost per capita. The elders of the 
future will be better educated, more aggressive, and will expect 
more services than the majority of seniors in the past who came to 
Hadley as immigrants. 


To administer the wide variety of programs and services that 
will be available through the office of the Council on Aging, it will 
be necessary to employ an Executive Director trained in the pro- 
grams for the aging. It will need to be a person that can perform 
regular duties with relative independence and plan, develop, 
organize, and administer programs or services for elders. 


- Conclusion - 


In closing, the Hadley Council on Aging would like to thank the 
Board of Selectmen and all other Town officials and departments 
for their assistance and support. The Council also wishes to ex- 
press its appreciation to the Hadley Housing Authority for allow- 
ing use of the Golden Court Community Hall for senior citizen 
programs.

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REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


_ The Conservation Commission was active in many areas during 
the year. It continued its job of working with local landowners to 
interpret the Wetlands Protection Act. Countless hours were 
spent by members of the Commission making on-site inspections 
for possible wetlands violations. The owner of a Springfield dirt- 
moving company was found not guilty in Hampshire District 
Court of violating the state Wetlands Protection Act when he al- 
tered land on a North Hadley farm. 


The Commission ruled that clearing silt from a brook on a piece 
of Bay Road property was an agricultural improvement and not in 
violation of the Wetlands Protection Act. 


Other on-site inspections determined that no wetlands were in- 
volved. One Order of Condition was issued to the Pioneer Valley 
Associates for the improvement of land on Route 9. 


A long-standing feud between owners of campgrounds along the 
Connecticut River has ended in litigation. Excellent cooperation 
was received from the Hadley Board of Health, the Department of 
Environmental Quality Engineering, and the Connecticut River 
Watershed Council during the investigation of the State Environ- 
mental Code violations. 


One application was received for the purchase of Agricultural 


Preservation Restrictions and forwarded to the Commissioner of 
Food and Agriculture to determine its compatibility with regional 
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policies and plans. The applicants were from Hatfield who jointly 
own a 17-acre parcel of land on Route 47. 


Four farmland owners in Hadley requested copies of the regula- 
tions pertaining to the Agricultural Preservation Act; however, 
none requested or filed application forms. 


A voluntary program of public purchase of development rights 
was instituted in Massachusetts four years ago. Under the volun- 
tary program, farmland owners apply to restrict the use of their 
land to agriculture. Those selected are compensated for this deed 
restriction, which guarantees the land’s availability for farm pro- 
duction. The development rights purchase plan is voluntary. The 
farmer is free to apply or not. Towns may join in the purchase and 
become co-holders or not. Neither can claim that the state is dic- 
tating land-use policy. The state, in turn, can accept as many 
applicants as funding for the program allows. That is important, 
because neither the number of quality of voluntary applicants nor 
the amount of funding can be accurately predicted. 


One of our neighboring towns with an active conservation com- 
mission, early in the farmland preservation program voted $10,000 
to assist the state in the purchase of restrictions and recommended 
two adjacent farms for acquisition. With the help of the town, the 
development rights were purchased on both farms. 


To date, the state has received 240 applications, and more arrive 
weekly. These come from all over the Commonwealth and cover 
nearly 24,000 acres with a total asking price of more than $60 mil- 
lion. Support has come from cities and towns and more than half 
have volunteered financial assistance. 


According to the U.S. Bureau of the Census, the population of 
American farm residents continues to dwindle at about 3 percent a 
year. A ‘‘good reason’’ for the decline -- farm families simply 
can’t make it financially any more. And it continues to drop as the 
older people pass away and the younger ones are not willing or 
able to continue. The median income for farm families in 1980 was 
$15,755 compared to the non-farm family median income of 
$21,151. 


It appears that Hadley’s farmers are preserving agricultural 
land and continuing the production and processing of locally- 
grown products. Their aim seems to keep farming! 


The Commission wishes to express its appreciation to William 
E. Tudryn, who resigned in October after being appointed to the 
Finance Committee. His interest and active participation contribu- 
ted greatly in helping the Commission carry out its responsibili- 
ties. 
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The Commission appreciates the help and support given it by 
the many Town departments.

Hadley Conservation Commission 
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HADLEY HISTORICAL COMMISSION 
To the Citizens of the Town of Hadley: 


The Hadley Historical Commission has inaugurated a systematic 
program of restoration and preservation of important town docu- 
ments. Working closely with the Selectmen and the Town Clerk, 
the commission recommends proper storage for the safety of the 
documents, prepares grant proposals for restoration and preserva- 
tion and arranges with the New England Document Center to have 
the work done. 


During 1981 two skin maps of Hadley (1742 and 1744), a Book of 
Animal Brands and a book of the Five Divisions of Hadley were 
sent to the New England Document Center where they were clean- 
ed, repaired, restored and photographed. The originals are in the 
custody of Town Clerk, Joanna Devine and the copies are available 
for study in her office. Part of the cost of this work was obtained 
through a Town Meeting Article and the rest was made possible 
through a grant from the Massachusetts Council on the Arts and 
Humanities. 


Plans are now being made to apply for another matching grant 
to restore fifteen broadsides that are in need of preservation. 
Manuscripts and important assessors’ records also have high pri- 
ority. 


Meanwhile acid-free storage boxes and folders have been pur- 
chased for the safety of restored documents and for storing other 
important documents awaiting preservation care. 


The Hadley Historical Commission and the Hadley Historical 
Society continue.to work closely together in preparing house signs. 
In order to speed up this project the commission enlists the help of 
all Hadley residents in obtaining basic information about Hadley 
houses. Miss Dorothy Russell has been doing the research to es- 
tablish the date the house was built and the Historical Society pre- 
pares the sign with the appropriate date. The signs are sold by the 
Historical Society at a small fee. 
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A major gift to the Town of Hadley came from Dr. Walter P. 
Doolittle, a descendant of Amos Doolittle who made a copper en- 
graving of a 1793 map of Hadley. Dr. Doolittle offered a framed 
print of the engraving to the Town. It was gratefully accepted and 
placed in the Town Hall for all to see and appreciate. 


The Hadley Historical Commission again asks the residents of 
Hadley to give the commission any old records, documents, led- 
gers, photographic albums, scrapbooks, etc. There are gaps in the 
official records of the Town and some material now stored in attics 
and basements might help to fill those gaps. Every effort should 
be made to keep Hadley’s past in Hadley’s present for the use of 
Hadley’s future. 


The cooperation of all Town officials and boards in carrying out 
the work of this commission is greatly appreciated.

REPORT OF THE HADLEY SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of the Town of Hadley: 


The Hadley School Committee is pleased to report that the past year 


has been a very positive and productive one. Selection of a new Superin- 


45 


tendent, Administrator of Special Needs, Guidance Counselor, and fill- 
ing several staff positions have all made a positive impact on the 
schools. Another significant factor contributing to the successful year is 
that the committee has not been involved in litigation of any kind, which 
has in the past consumed considerable time and energy. 


Our new Superintendent, Paul F. Lengieza, came on board July 1, 
1981 and has worked effectively with the committee, staff and the com- 
munity. Many major concerns of the committee have been resolved and 
through the joint efforts of the committee and administrative team, work 
on long-range planning and goals is progressing steadily. 


Through the availability of federal grant money for energy conserva- 
tion projects, all school buildings have been insulated and have had 
storm windows installed where possible. It is hoped that these projects 
as well as others being considered will hold our energy costs down as 
much as possible. The Hopkins Academy Gym roof repairs were com- 
pleted before severe winter weather and the physical plant in general re- 
mains in good overall condition. 


Budgetary constraints brought upon by Proposition 22 continue to 
prove somewhat frustrating. All town departments have had to reevalu- 
ate programs and priorities to assure that the best possible services are 
being provided for the least amount of tax dollars. This has especially 
caused some anxiety on the part of the School Committee because of the 
type of ‘‘services’’ the schools provide. Wherever possible, programs 
have been made self-supporting by establishing or increasing fees while 
some programs traditionally supported by the school department have 
been eliminated. Unfortunately, inflationary pressures on operational 
costs and state and federally mandated program costs were not provided 
for in Proposition 2'/2 and, therefore, will continue to pressure instruc- 
tional programs. In spite of these pressures, the basic educational pro- 
gram has remained in tact and with the cooperation of the townspeople, 
every effort will be made to continue to provide the children of Hadley 
with the best possible education. 


In closing, the Hadley School Committee would like to thank the 
Board of Selectmen and other town boards and departments for their 
continued cooperation. The committee would also like to thank the staff, 
students, parents, and townspeople who have contributed in a positive 
way towards the effective operation of the schools.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the Citizens of Hadley and the Hadley School Committee: 


It is a pleasure to submit my first annual report as the Superin- 
tendent of the Hadley Public Schools. 


Our students deserve and require caring, competent teachers 
who skillfully develop and implement a comprehensive coordi- 
nated curriculum geared to the individual needs of our students. 
Since July 1, we have taken a variety of steps to implement and 
realize this philosophy. 


Education is a people centered profession and nothing is more 
important than the people who we place in the classroom. Con- 
sequently, our hiring process has been a top priority, especially 
since we have hired over 25% (10 teachers and 5 aides) of our in- 
structional staff, in addition to an Administrator of Special Educa- 
tion, since July. 


Likewise, the teaching that takes place in the classroom on a 
daily basis is of equal interest and concern. Consequently, 
frequent classroom visits along with formal observations and evalu- 
ations have been another top priority. The vast majority of 
teachers have already undergone at least one formal evaluation 
with every teacher scheduled to have two or more evaluations 
during the year. 


The teacher evaluation system itself is undergoing a compre- 
hensive review and evaluation. In conjunction with the building 
principals and a subcommittee of the Hadley Education Associa- 
tion, we hope to develop a mutually agreeable and beneficial plan 
for teacher evaluation that will identify and reinforce the principles 
of good teaching and learning. 


Evaluation has also been a priority for our district administra- 
tors. The School Committee established a Management By Ob- 
jectives format for the evaluation of the Superintendent while the 
Superintendent has in turn developed a comparable format of eval- 
uation with the building principals. 


Since communication is a key component to a progress oriented 
school system, an organization has been established to promote 
goal setting and regular and ongoing communication regarding 
district priorities. 


The evaluation system of the Superintendent and the building 
principals outline short and long-term goals. In addition, we have 
formed an administrative council, comprised of the Superinten- 
dent, Administrator of Special Education, Elementary Principal, 
and Hopkins Academy Principal who meet twice a month to 
formally review, analyze, evaluate and act on district needs. Like- 
wise, faculty meetings, curriculum committee meetings, along 
with regular meetings with the Hadley Education Association and 
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the subcommittee on teacher evaluation have involved teachers in 
the communication network. 


On the assumption that a good system can get better, we have 
tried to identify, analyze, evaluate and act on the instructional 
needs of our school district. We have instituted ability grouping in 
our junior high English program in order to provide a better co- 
ordinated program from grades 6to7. Likewise, we are explor- 
ing a variety of ways to promote K-12 coordination in general; and, 
thereby, enhancing our entire instructional program. Also, we 
have begun a review of our health curriculum, especially at the 
secondary level, and are in the process of developing a long-term 
plan to provide a coordinated curriculum in computer science in- 
struction at the elementary and secondary levels. The plan will 
provide for introductory, intermediate and advanced level instruc- 
tion, along with such other factors as teacher training and equip- 
ment purchase. 


Af the elementary level this year we plan to update and refine 
the curriculum in reading, writing and math while developing a 
formal curriculum in social studies and science. In addition, we 
are also beginning to re-introduce our library skills program in 
grades 5 and 6 while a committee has been established to review, 
evaluate and refine our entire elementary library program. 


At the secondary level we plan to begin the process of updating 
and refining course outlines. Likewise, using our building admin- 
istrators, we plan to provide more specialized and indepth super- 
vision to the various departments. In addition, we plan to update 
and refine the procedures and general organization of our second- 
ary school program as outlined in our Student Handbook, Coaches’ 
Manual, Discipline Policy and Program of Studies. 


At the district level a survey is being developed tobe administered 
this spring to parents, teachers, and students regarding their 
assessment ofour'instructional programs. The results of the 
survey along with the input from the district administrators will be 
the basis for a long-term plan for the improvement of our instruc- 
tional program. 


Finally, we continue our efforts to comply with state regulations 
and to provide a comprehensive basic skills improvement pro- 
gram. With the program outlined in reading, writing and mathe- 
matics, this year we will continue with the basic skills testing in 
these areas while developing a comprehensive program for listen- 
ing skills. 


While organization and planning are important, the merit of our 
labor lies in the achievement of our students. We are pleased and 
proud of the honor and recognition afforded John Swartz and John 
Czajkowski for their achievements in the Chancellor’s Talent 
Award for Academic Excellence. Likewise, we are delighted with 
our students’ music skills and talents as demonstrated in the many 
entertaining performances at both the elementary and secondary 
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school levels. Many students continue to be involved in our 
various clubs, organizations, athletic programs, and As Schools 
Match Wits Team, as well as in leadership roles as class officers 
and members of the Student Council. In particular, we look for- 
ward to regular and ongoing meetings between the Student Advi- 
sory Committee (Elena Carantit, David Bielunis, Erin Brennan, 
John Swartz, Beth Kieras, and Nancy Waskiewicz), the Superin- 
tendent, Principal of Hopkins Academy, and the School Com- 
mittee. While there is always room for improvement, we are also 
pleased with the performance of students in our basic skills testing 
program. The focus of our entire school program should be our 
students and the real measure of success of our program rests with 
the achievements of our students. 


In order to operate an effective instructional program that will 
meet the needs of our students, we need and require sufficient re- 
sources and funds. During these difficult fiscal times we have 
taken a number of steps to save money and reduce costs. Through 
a number of initiatives and the help of our Administrator of Special 
Needs, we have saved over $30,000 in our special education pro- 
gram alone. Likewise, we have used federal monies to insulate our 
buildings and install storm windows. Currently we are exploring 
other cost-saving measures including the possibility of a computer- 
ized energy management system. However, as a first step we plan 
an indepth energy audit, using federal monies, to provide the data 
to use in developing a long-term energy conservation program. 


In order to cope with the budget cuts necessitated by Proposition 
2’, we reduced or eliminated a variety of services including adult 
education, components of our enrichment program, and our 
elementary summer school program. Likewise, we eliminated a 
physical education position at the secondary level and the math co- 
ordinator position at the elementary level. In addition, we are still 
without the services of a librarian at either the elementary or 
secondary level. A clerical position was eliminated at the elemen- 
tary level and reductions in time or resources have been absorbed 
at all levels of our support personnel. Thanks to the hard work and 
efforts of many dedicated and conscientious people, we have been 
able to maintain a high level of service with a limited amount of 
disruption. 


While the primary purpose of a school district is teaching and 
learning, a substantial amount of time is spent on maintenance, 
construction or other types of physical plant related issues. In 
addition to the insulation and storm windows, we replaced the roof 
on the Hopkins Academy Gymnasium. Likewise, we repaired and 
painted over half of the lockers at Hopkins and are in the process of 
receiving a variety of other proposals and estimates on how to 
make our buildings more safe and secure. 


However, another major task has been that involving Kollmor- 
gen. We are very pleased that the school department could work 
cooperatively with the Town to obtain a potentially valuable piece 
of property at a nominal cost. 
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Needless to say, this has already been a busy yet productive 
school year. I look forward to the results of our survey and the 
development of a long-term plan to improve the quality of instruc- 
tion to our students. I have enjoyed my first few months in Hadley 
and appreciate the high level of support and cooperation that I 
have received from the community, School Committee, adminis- 
trators, teachers, our support personnel, and from Town officers 
and officials. I have been impressed by the hard work, dedication 
and conscientious efforts of our staff and I look forward to working 
together to ensure the best possible education for our students.

The Hopkins Academy academic program has remained intact in 
spite of Proposition 22. However, the position of school librarian 
was not funded for the second year. 


We recognize the importance of a school librarian and the school 
committee has included funds for the position in the 1982-1983 
budget. Hopefully, our school budget will be supported at the 
annual town meeting. 


Three cuts which were made in the fiscal ’82 budget included 
the positions of cheerleader advisors and the sports of golf and 
wrestling. In December of 1981 the school committee reestablish- 
ed golf and wrestling and voted funds for cheerleader advisors. 
Funds for these positions were also included in the fiscal ’83 
budget. 
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Future Priorities 


My priorities for the coming year include the following: 

1. Developing a comprehensive computer science program. 

2. A review of our present health education program. 

3. Curriculum review of all other subject areas. 

4. Revision of our student handbook and athletic manual. 

5. Increased coordination with Mrs. Suriano (Elementary Prin- 
cipal) on school wide programs. 


Chancellor's Academic Talent Award Competition 


In June of 1981, John Swartz and John Czajkowski competed 
with other outstanding high school juniors in the University of 
Massachusetts Chancellor’s Academic Talent Award. John Czaj- 
kowski was awarded a certificate for commendable performance 
and John Swartz was selected as a winner for academic excellence. 


John Swartz is now entitled to receive a complete waiver of 
tuition for each of four undergraduate years if he decides to enter 
the University of Massachusetts. 


My congratulations and best wishes to both of these students for 
outstanding academic work. 


Trustee Grants 


The Hopkins Academy Trustees appropriated the sum of $5,000 
to be used for computer science equipment with the intent of 
future course opportunities for Hopkins students. Quarter courses 
are being planned for grades 7 and 8 for September 1982 and 
future offerings are being considered for students in grades 9 - 12 
who have not had exposure to microcomputers. It is our hope that 
all Hopkins students will have the opportunity for instruction using 
computers within three years. 


Materials in the Hopkins Academy library are constantly being 
reviewed and updated. The Trustees have made $5,000 available 
for this purpose during the 1981 - 1982 school year and over $4,000 
has been spent to date. This donation will enable us to not only 
maintain our collection but to add and update our materials in a 
systematic fashion. The school committee has requested funds in 
the 1982 - 1983 budget to fund a full time librarian for grades K-12. 


The Trustees have also donated $1,000 for materials for our 
Historical Evidence Course, $1,500 for the program presently of- 
fered on China/Japan and $1,000 for a new course which was 
offered this fall to encourage students to read materials not requir- 
ed in regular class. 


We are most grateful to the Trustees for making these funds 
available and in particular to Mr. Dwyer for his continued service 
to Hopkins Academy. I might also mention that the trustees offer 
scholarships, prizes, pay one-half the cost of diplomas and made 
funds available for other special awards. 
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Hopkins Academy Athletics 


The 1980 - 1981 Hopkins Academy Basketball Team finished the 
season with a 21 - 2 record. We were The Pioneer Valley Inter- 
scholastic Athletic Association ‘‘C’’ Division Champions for the 
second year in a row and Western Massachusetts Division III 
Champions (the first time ever for a Hopkins team). 


Team members included: Paul Matuszko, Tim Walsh, Tom Bell, 
John Cummings, Don Wnukowski, Paul Kelley, Mike Torok, Scott 
Harper, Ron LaClair, Fred Ciaglo, and Butch Berestka. Managers 
were Kevin Kelley and Dave O’Connor and the scorekeeper was 
Richard Maksimoski. Varsity Coach was Gus Peabody and Assis- 
tant Coach was Richard Berger. 


Tim Walsh passed the 1000 point total for career points and Paul 
Matuszko finished his career with a phenominal 1000 rebounds.

The following narrative constitutes my second annual report of 
the Hadley Elementary Schools:

The teachers and the staff in the elementary schools have 
worked very hard to increase their efficiency, to improve teaching 
techniques, and to promote cooperative school endeavors in order 
to compensate for these reductions in services to students and 
parents. I am very proud of my total staff in providing the best 
possible programs for the students in Hadley. However, I feel it 
necessary to point out that further reductions can only result in 
drastic cuts in services and in the quality of education in the 
elementary schools. 


Basic Skills 


In 1981, the elementary schools began state-mandated testing 
and curriculum improvement plan. As a result of this program, 
improvement of writing skills has become a major objective of our 
schools. Mrs. Tudryn, Mrs. Cutter, Mrs. Lesukoski, Mrs. Hilton, 
Mr. Sheehy, Mrs,Whisler, Mrs. Pelis, and Mrs. Fydenkevez have 
been instrumental in providing increased writing instructional 
time. Comparison sampling of students’ work has shown signifi- 
cant improvement over the past year. 


Computers 


Russell School is participating in a Title IVC grant (L.O.G.I.C.), 
which focuses on the use of computers in a regular classroom 
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setting. Through this grant, and through an additional Title IVB 
grant, 3 Commodore PETs and a printer were purchased. Every 
student at Russell receives forty minutes per week of computer 
instructional time. Additional user time may be scheduled during 
homeroom, study hall, or after school. Mr. Howard Wailgum has 
been a tremendous resource and motivating force behind this very 
successful project. 


A result of this success was the establishment of a self-support- 
ing summer Computer Day Camp for students ages 9-17. Forty- 
five students enrolled in this Camp in the summer of 1981. Plans 
are being made for possible expansion of this program in the 
summer of 1982. 


Curriculum Improvement 


Science, social studies, library skills, and writing have been 
targeted as major priorities for improvement within the total 
school program. Expanded, coordinated, and sequential programs 
with updated materials will be ready for implementation for 
science and social studies teachers in September 1982. An expan- 
ded writing program began this year in fourth, fifth, and sixth 
grades. In addition, a mini-course on library skills is underway at 
Russell School. 


K-12 Coordination 


The elementary schools have made a commitment to work with 
each other and the staff/administration of Hopkins Academy to 
improve the coordination of instructional programs and to facilitate 
the transition and student adjustment to various levels of instruc- 
tion and social groupings. Mr. Pipczynski and I have met on 
numerous occasions to discuss common concerns. 


Maintenance 


Blackboards were refinished or replaced in Hooker School, so 
that now every classroom has ample board space for classwork. 
Slate blackboards in the old section were refinished and recon- 
ditioned -- slate boards were installed in the newer wing. 


Playground Equipment 


Students at Hooker and Russell Schools again joined with me in 
a fund-raiser to increase our playground equipment fund. Now, 
with a budget of approximately $4,000.00 I will begin working with 
various parents who have volunteered to assist in designing and 
constructing new equipment. 


Transition 
Last June, we regretfully said good-bye to Mrs. Betty Hukowicz, 


Special Needs Administrator, and in November welcomed Mr. 
Steve Sobel as the new Administrator of Special Needs. In addi- 
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tion, we have worked with our new Superintendent to smoothly 
facilitate the transition of his new administration, and in setting 
realistic educational goals for the system.

The Trustees of the Goodwin Memorial Library submit their re- 
port for 1981 as follows: 


Total circulation for both The Goodwin Memorial and North 
Hadley branch totaled 8,213, enhanced by the addition of three 
hundred and seven books. 


Our Library building is in excellent shape. This year the storage 
area in the basement was painted. The first floor closets were 
painted and permanent shelving added. 


We still have curtailed winter hours, but to accommodate more 
students from Hooker and Russell schools, the library now opens 
an hour earlier each day.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


I herewith submit my report for the year 1981 as librarian of tine 


North Hadley Branch of the Goodwin Memorial Library. 


The North Hadley Library, serving townspeople of the northern 
section of town, has obtained 94 new books this year, 51 for adults, 
9 for young adults, and 34 for children. The circulation has totaled 
2038 for the year. The Bookmobile brings popular reading mater- 
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ial about every six to eight weeks, including large print books for 
sight-impaired readers, and also records for both adults and child- 
ren. 


Specially requested books have been obtained for readers 
through both the Bookmobile and Interlibrary Loan services. The 
Western Regional Library main offices are now located in the old 
grade school on Main Street in Hatfield, a more convenient loca- 
tion for us. Both the librarian and assistant librarian attended 
classes for library personnel there this year. 


There have been donations of 95 used books of all kinds and for 
all ages from Wilma Trueswell, Marsha Davies, Glenn Clark, 
Doheny Sessions and others. We have been fortunate in receiving 
these and are grateful to the donors. 


Throughout the year there has been a gradual weeding out of 
older and seldom-used volumes in all categories, and this activity 
is continuing. The book deposit box on the porch beside the library 
door has been used fairly often when the library is closed. 


Mrs. Miriam Pratt continues as librarian and Mrs. Justina 
Kielec as assistant librarian, with occasional assistance from Mrs. 
Albina Jochym. 


This year the library hours have been changed, and now the 
library is open Tuesdays from 3:00 to 5:00 and 6:30 to 9:00, and 
Thursdays from 3:00 to 5:00. The North Hadley Branch Library is 
located on the first floor of the North Hadley Hall, adjacent to the 
firehouse. New book borrowers are welcome during the above 
hours.

REPORT OF THE PARK & RECREATION COMMISSION 


The Hadley Park and Recreation Commission completed a very 
successful year of providing recreational activities for town resi- 
dents.

The Annual Easter Egg Hunt was held in April. Pre-schoolers 
up to six graders enjoy this event. The Easter Bunny made his 
usual visit to pass out candy and prizes. Games were played 
during the hour long event. 


The Fishing Derby was held at B & M Grove in May. The 
United Sportsman’s Association donated prizes for this event. 
In order to make this event financially possible, the Mother’s Club, 
Lion’s Club, and Young Men’s Club donated funds toward the pur- 
chase of fish. We appreciate this kind gesture. Many prizes were 
given out in various categories to boys and girls pre-school to age 
14. We would like to thank B & M Grove for use of their facilities. 


The Commission provided funds for the Orchestra for the 4th 
of July activities. 


Youth Soccer was held in September and October. James 
Meehan was the director of this program. Boys and girls in grades 
3-6 were coached by Hopkins Academy High School students, 
some of whom were soccer team members. They learned various 
soccer skills and techniques. 


The gymnastics program was held in January. Jane Keyes, a 
physical education teacher, instructed this eight week program. 
She was assisted by high school students, Sheri Peabody and 
Christina Binner. Children in grades 1-6 were taught various gym- 
nastic skills. 


The Youth Basketball program was held for 10 weeks in January 
thru March. Directed by Jim Meehan it was held in the new gym 
at Hopkins Academy. Teams were coached by members of the 
Varsity and Jr. Varsity basketball teams. There were SO partici- 
pating in this program of 3-6 graders. 


The Girl’s Youth Basketball Program was held on Sunday’s. 
Laurie Osip directed this eight week program. Assisting her were 
Julie Russell and Melissa Martindale. Girls in grades 3-6 were 
taught basketball skills and techniques. 


The Day Camp was held from July 6 - August 14. Rick Berger 
directed 6 counselors, 3 junior counselors, and an arts and crafts 
director. Camp was held Monday-Friday 9:00 A.M.— noon at the 
Old Gym. Enrollment was for K-6 graders. There were 100 camp- 
ers who participated in different recreational and educational acti- 
vities. Daily activities included baseball, soccer, arts and crafts, 
games and storytelling. The one major highlight was when players 
from the Holyoke Millers gave a baseball clinic. Other highlights 
were trips to Santa’s Land, Mt. Holyoke Summer Theater, as well 
as afield day. The final event was a picnic for campers, counsel- 
ors, and parents. 


Our final contribution was to keep the maintenance of the Little 


League and Lassie League fields. We had the Lassie League fields 
tilled in the beginning of the season. : 
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We wish to thank all of the town residents who contributed in 
any way to our successful year. We are open for new ideas and 
suggestions at any time. We meet on Thursday evenings from 
6:30 - 7:30 in the Recreation Office in the Old Hopkins 
Gymnasium.

The economic climate of our country, especially the high interest 
rates, was reflected in Hadley by the lack of building activity. 


Home building was limited to only a few structures being built, 
while in the business area there was a bit more activity with 
several business additions, a convenience store and a professional 
building being constructed. 
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Once again, there was virtually no interest in planning for 
housing subdivisions. With our present subdivisions virtually all 
filled, and no new subdivisions pending, it appears Hadley will not 
have any significant increase ir the number of houses. This should 
reflect in a decrease in our school population. 


The anticipated growth patterns for Hadley in the next several 
years will be modest at best in the business sector and very slow 
in the home building market. 


The Planning Board has submitted two articles for our annual 
town meeting addressing the problem of disposal of radioactive 
waste. We will hold a public hearing prior to the town meeting so 
that we can get input from the townspeople.
